One of the successful revenue 
agents says; “The eormnral is first 
-■-aided and left to feriueut; then 
mult >s milled for a second fermenta¬ 
tion; next there is a boiling of tha 
‘brer - for what is railed ‘singlings;* 
and finally boiliug the singlings. In 
this final step the moonshiner pro¬ 
duces corn whi»ky or proof spirits. 
Inasmuch as the moousliiner has no 
know ledge of rectification his prod¬ 
uct is prrguant with fusel oil. More¬ 
over. the liquor is sold lieforr it haa 
time to <tgr. and therefore it i* not 
desirable for the use of people ac¬ 
customed to first-clas* whisky, either 

i for medicinal or other purposes. The 
usual price is one dollar a gallon. 
Two gallons are produced from one 

' bushel of Cora, which coats 73 ceuta. 
The moonshiner makes a big profit. 

Nearby the village at the foot of 
each mountain, there is always a hol¬ 
low tree or small cave in which the 
purchaser leave* a jug with the price 
of thr amount of whisky desired. Aft¬ 
er several hours, the purchaser goea 
to the depository and finds hia money 
gone, but the jug contain* the whis¬ 
ky. The purchaser ia always ready 
to swear that he does not know who 
made or sold him the stuff. 

At the internal revenue office the 
older officials privately express the 
belief that the business will never 
i>e broken up. no matter what ex¬ 
pense thr government may incur in 
a vigorous prosecution of the moon¬ 
shiners. nor how many agent* scour 
the country for victims. TTiough the 
jails be fliled with captured moon¬ 
shiners. their sons or grandson* wii! 
be found at the old business. “l»e- 
mand always creates supply," saya 

• me of the veteran agents. “It makes 
no difference whether it is lawful or 

1 nut. so far as those people are con- 

i earned. There is a demand for moon¬ 
shine whisky, and a vigorous dehiand, 
or there would be no supply. The 
demand will continue, and the sup¬ 
ply will continue. Nevertheless, it i» 
nr duty lo suppress the moon¬ 
shiners—if we can.”

Innl*. Hr declare* that there i* more 
money in a field of groundsel tliuu in 
a tirhl of tieau* or a rabluigr plot. 
3 t 1* -aid that a certain farmer in 
the midland* grow- thr troiilile-unir 
weed known u* lady's mantel by thr 
»■ re. Ilorse* uud *ltcrp are fond of 
the lady * mantel, but few think to 
raise crop.* of it. A* a fodder plant 
at might vrry profitably be cultivated, 
growing luxuriantly on any mil and 
practically taking care of it»elf un¬ 
til ready for the scythe. 

\ Yorkshire farmer cultivate* the 
eominou vetch in great akitudam-e 
on ground formerly devoted to tur- 
r.i|M and mits. Not only is thr veteb 
gi-Hi food for 1111 mu Is. but it pos¬ 
sesses medicinal properties as well. 
Morses will rat heartily of the cool, 
aiuvulent herb whrn everything else 
is refused. Nettle* are greatly in 
favor among poor people in the 
north of Knglund during the early 
spring month*. Boiled aa spinach 
they arr agreeable aad wholesome - 
• fact which «o elderly lady tarn* to 
account. One-half of her big ganiea 
iu l-ancashire is overgrown with the 
tarred*, which she *eil* rradil.v to the 
eoltager* al a penny per big bundle, 
t'omnion a* is the nettle, it is tedioua 
work picking a quantity, but in this 
garden it grow* in such abundance 
that an armful may be torn up in a 
few minutes. Gladly then the penny 
i* given to save a morning'* tramp 
over the common*. The same lady 
grows rbickwieed, for lark* and lin¬ 
net*. easily disposing of it As it 
springs up quickly fresh supplies are 
ever reauy. 

Another rnergetie woman culti¬ 
vate* blackberries for the market, 
and make* them pay. too. The care¬ 
fully tended berries are far superior 
in *i«e and flavor to thosr of the 
wild variety, the crop ia more cer¬ 
tain. and there i* no expense in their 
rultiva'.ion. She wonders why gar 
dener* do not grow- blackberries 
a gt-nerul thing. “They are morr 
profitable than raspberries.” she say*, 
“and far more delicious. Everybody 
like- blackberries, and no matter 
how heavy the rrop they are never 
left on one'a hand*. Several prrauna. 
acting on my advice, have introduced 
bramble* in their gardens, and ex¬ 
press themselves delighted with the 
result*. In a rouple of rears the 
berries grow- so large that they seem 
like a distinct species altogether."
